St. Werburgh’s Church. 


The photograph of the interior of St. 


Werburgh’s Church which apeared in a 


recent issue, reminded me (writes a corre- 
spondent) that this church probably pos- 
sesses more historical interest than: any 
other in Dublin. It is mentioned in a 
Bull of Pope Alexander III., in 1179, 
as having just been built. According to 
Stanihurst, the church was “ so-called of a 
Cheshire virgin,’’ St. Werburga, daughter 
of Wulfhere, the Saxon. king of Mercia, 
who died in 683. The cathedral of Chester 
was formerly the Abbey of St. Werburgh, 


and there is a church of the same name, 


in Bristol. It was the Bristol settlers 
under Henry II. who originally built the 
Dublin church, which stood for over five 
hundred years, until it became unsafe 
about the beginning of the eighteenth 
century. St. Werburgh’s was rebuilt 
between 1710 and 1719. A tall octagon 
tower with Ionic pilasters was added 
about twenty years later, together with a 
clock and} a peal of bells. In 1754 sn 
accidental’ fire, caused by a careless 
attendant emptying candle-snuffers on the 
straw matting which covered the floor, 
partially destroyed the church. It was 
restored in 1759, and a spire, said to be 
the finest in Ireland, was erected in 1768. 
Unfortunately, in 1810, this spire began 
to lean out of the perpendicular, and had 
to be removed, while the tower met with 
the same fate some twenty years later.

It was to one of the vaults of St. Wer- 
burgh’s that the body of Lord Edward 
Fitzgerald was removed on his death in 
Newgate in 1798. Forty-three years later, 
in a corner of the graveyard, was interred 
the coffin of Major H. C. Sirr, the officer 
who effected Lord Edward’s arrest. Sir 
James Ware, the antiquary (1594-1666), 
is also buried in St. Werburgh’s. Per- 
haps, the most remarkable object in the 
church itself is the beautiful carved 
pulpit, said to be by Grinling Gibbons 
(1648-1720). «This was formerly in the 
Chapel Royal, but was transferred to St. 
Werburgh’s in 1877. The church plate 
dates back to the seventeenth century, 
one of the pieces being the gift of Thomas 
Doggett, father of the comedian, who is 
now chiefly remembered by the ‘* Dog- 
gett Coat and Badge,’’ still competed for 
annually by Thames watermen.

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RECOLLECTIONS OF 
LORD WAVERTREE. 


WHY HE DID NOT GIVE. TO 
BIRKENHEAD FUND. 


References to the diary kept for many years 
by Lord Wavertree were made by the Rev, 
J. H. Barr, Rector of Bromborough, Cheshire, 
in an interview with a reporter yesterday. 

At the funeral on Madey Mr. Barr stated 
that Lord Wavertree had filled about twelve 
volumes of the diary, which he called '' The 
Wayfarer’s Diary,’’, and that they revealed 
startling glimpses of life behind the scenes 
and pictures of the leading figures of our 
day. 

Lord Wavertree was criticised because 
he did not give to the fund for the late 
Lord Birkenhead,’ Mr. Barr said yesterday. 
‘The diary shows that Lord Wavertree 
believed in putting people on their feet once. 
He gave Lord Birkenhead his first brief for 
£600 when he was F. E. Smith, then another 
brief, and he saw him briefed until he was 
earning £16,000 a year. After this he felt 
he had done enough. 

“He did not believe in helping lame dogs, 
and once would not help a relative because 
his horoscope revealed that it wus inadvis- 
able. 

“ Wavertree once bought a picture from a 
cottaget, paying a price which he, as an art 
connoisseur, thought was fair. Later an 
art critic valued the picture at £300 more 
than the price paid, and Wavertree at once 
instructed war stock to that amount to be 
bought and given to the cottager. 

“He was a great man. I never saw him 
perturbed. Even after a 60 miles an hour 
motor smash he stood calmly giving orders 
while the blood streamed from his hands 
and face.”’

FOURTEEN COUNTIES TO 
SEND TEAMS.

The entries for the national ploughing 
championships, to be held in County Dublin, 
have closed, and the programme will be in 
circulation a week before the contest, which 
has been fixed for the 15th instant. Fourteen 
counties are sending teama, and of these the 
counties of Kerry, Longford, North Tipperary 
and Louth are competing for the first time 
in this annual inter-county event. 

Fifty-two of the best ploughinen in the 
Free State have entered tor the individual 
ploughing championship of Ireland. The five 
judges, who will be drawn from a nominated 
panel of nine or ten, will have a long and 
tedious task. as, according to the rules, each 
of the 52 competitors must be placed in order 
of mer.t. The task of judging the work will 
go on continuously from 10 o'clock to about 
5 o'clock, Every sod turned will be ex- 
amined and notes taken. 

The County Dublin farmers will loan about 
5S pairs of plough horses to the competitors 
from outside counties, and these horses will 
be balloted for by those ploughmen who do 
not provide their own horses. Many of the 
competitors will, however, prov:de their own 
animals, and the number coming from long 
distances would have been greater but for 
the short notice given of the Royal Dublin 
Society’s Cup for the best pair of horses. 

The field, which is opposite Newlands Golf 
Links, County Dublin (placed at the disposal 
of the Committee by Mr. B. O'Dowd), is 
ideally suited for such a contest, and contains 
twenty statute acres. Two car parks have 
beer secured for the convenience of motorists 
and refreshments will be supplied on the field. 
The results will be announced on the field. 

Considerable cross-Channel interest is being 
taken in this event, and some agriculturists 
are expected from England and Scotland.

The total ordinary revenue from April 
1 to February 4 was £545,208,998, com- 
pared with £576,184,502, and the total 
ordinary expenditure was £635,899,047,

Mr. E. Richards-Orpen delivered a lecture 
on ‘“‘ Craftsmanship,’”’ at a meeting of the 
Architectural Association of Ireland at 8 
Merrion square, Dublin, last night. 

In the course of his address, Mr. Orpen 
said that they should differentiate between 
workmanship and craftsmanship. Workman- 
ship depended only upon the technical skill 
of the worker, whilst craftsmanship meant 
much more, because it included the design 
and proper treatment of the material used as 
well as the quality of the work produced. 

In his opinion there were three essential 
rules of craftsmanship '—(1) a good crafts- 
man never distorted his material, but pro- 
duced a design suitable to the material in 
which he worked;.(2) the form or arrange- 
ment of the work should be such that it 
served its purpose well. The. decoration 
should be subservient.to the form, and noth- 
ing unnecessary shotild be added; (3) the 
material should never be treated so as to 
pretend to be something else. 

It was because workers had neglected these 
points that good craftsmanship was fighting 
now to make itself understood and appreci- 
ated. 

Mr. Orpen showed examples of Irish 
eighteenth century work and slides illustrat- 
ing the Book of Kells. He said that they 
could look at them as examples of the three 
essential rules. 

In their National Museum they had the 
finest collegtion. of .early .metal work ~in .ex- 
istence. Though in Ireland the outlool. for 
the artists-craftsmen had not been hopeful, 
there were signs that a change for the better 
was coming.

City of Dublin. This yallery will have as 
one of its principal objects of st interest a 
portrait bust of Lane, now being sculptured 
by Mr. Albert G. Power, hH.H.A.

system. The virtue of this method ís that 
it minimises mirrored reflections of a specta- 
tor in a picture. These reflections are the 
bugbear of all art-lovers. In the Hurst- 
Seager system a person stands shaded from 
ihe light, which falls through coloured glass 
like davlight on the object viewed. The 
electric lighting is concealed in the cornices 
and is unobtrusive. Extensive side galleries 
complete the picture rooms, and in one on 
the left-hand is preserved a handsome carved 
wood doorway, which was part of the vid 
building, This doorway is in the Students’ 
Room, off which extends an up-to-date photo- 
graphic chamber, such as in now found in 
all important art galleries. It is possible 

separate each picture room, one from the 
other, by means of steel fireproof doors that 
can be rolled across the apertures from con- 
cealed spaces in the walls when the gallery 
Is closed at night. 

The. ground floor space of the new 
Municipal Art Gallery is nearly twice that 
of the Luxemburg Gallery in Paris, Sir 
Hugh La~»’s ideal of an art gallery, and 
Dublin has in this structure something quite 
up-to “ate and altogether befitting its purpose.

A scheme to pension three thousand 
miners was proposed at Oviedo (Spain) 
by the Governor in order to relieve the 
critical situation in the mining industry 
there. The Governor put forward this 
scheme at a joint conference of employers 
and men. 

The pension for each man would be five 
pesetas (2s.
